Elias M. Dorsey, Alton banker, tes- 
tifying under cross-examination in 
his suit against the Missouri-Lin- 
coln Trust Co, and. its officers, in| 
which he charged them with a con- 
spiracy to defraud him out of $10,000 
in a West End real estate deal, ad- 
mitted that he was elected vice-prés- 
ident of the West End Realty Co., 
the vehicle created to carry the real 
estate deal, and that he attended 
practically ot the directors’ meet- 
ings. 

Dorsey. also testified that he knew 
that the West End tract of land, pur- 
chased by the company, either had a 
mortgage on it or’ would be mort- 
gaged. The West End company, he 
testified, was capitalized for only 
$500,000, and it purchased the land 
for $1,785,000. The $500,000 capital, 
he said he understood, was to be 
used for improvements and the bal- 


ance of the money needed was to be 
furnished by the Missouri-Lincoln 


Lost Money Invested. 

The Missouri-Lincoln, at the time 
of the transaction, had a mortgage 
on the land. When the mortgage was 
foreclosed Dotsey lost the money he 
invested, 

“The fact that there was a mortgage 
on the land would have made no cditfer 
ence with me,”” he said, “but it was im- 
portant as to who owned the -nort- 
gage,”’ 

“Did you. ever inquire who owned the 
mortgage?’ Attorney Collins asked. 

“No; I never did.” | 
, Dorséy testified that: Dr. Pinekney 
Freftich, Thomas.H. Wagner and bie. 
~-etficers of the Missouri..Lincolri.. rust 4 
Co. had asked him to subscribe for 
stock in the realty company, but that 
he took no acti6n untit hé had-the ad- 
vice of August Schiafly. 

Took.Advice First. 

Schlafly, Dorsey testified, was at that 
time ~president of a bank at Alton in 
which Dorsey was a director. He said 
he had confidence in Schiafly, and that 
he had never Known him to do a wrong 
act. He admitted that he and Schlafly 
were still interested in an Alton bank, 
and that hé had voluntarily gone to 
Schlafly and sdéuglt his advice before 
putting money into the real estate com- 
pany. He said Schiafly told him he 
thought the real estate proposition a 
good one, and that the company would 
make money. 

Attorneys for the defense, upon the 
‘conclusion of the plaintiff’s case, will 
file a demurrer asking the Court. to 
take the case away from the jury. 

‘Invested Without Seeing Tract. 

Dorsey testified that he never saw the 
West End tract of land before he in- 
vested his money in the company, and 
had never seen it since.

ST. PETERSBURG, Nov. 29.—Russia 
is about to demand the resignation of 
W. Morgan Shuster, the American finan- 
cial adviser to the Government of Per- 
sia. .This demand is contained in the 
instructions which the Foreign Office 
has forwarded to the Russian Minister 
at Teheran, M. Poklewsky-Koziel, con- 
cerning the. supplementary demands: 
which Russia is making on Persia to’ 
recoup her for the cost of sending troops’ 
to that country. 

Great Britain, it is understood, 1s. in 
accord with Russia in the latter’s ‘de- 
mand for Shuster’s removal. 

The Russian Foreign Office appreci- 
ates the tactful attitude of the Amer- 
ican Minister at Teheran, Charles W 
Russell, throughout the series of inci- 
dents culminating in the present de- 
rand. The Washington Government 
udhered to the view that Shuster was 
at present at Teheran in a private ca- 
pacity and that the situation did not 
call for American interference. 





Shuster was Deputy Collector of Cus- 
toms in Cuba during the American oc- 
cupation of the island. In 1901 he ieft 
there to become Collector of Customs at 
Manila, Philippine Islands. .~ 

In ‘1906 Shuster was jelevated to the 
position of member of the Philippine 
Conimission with a salary of $5000 a 
year with $10,000 a year additional as 
Secretary of Public Instructions. ‘his

A full stomach, according to Chief of 
Police Young, is a prophylactic—that’s: 
the word the Chief used—against. crime. 
A pint of hot, black: coffee, sugariess 
and créamless, and half a loaf of bread, 
safely stowed away under the belt of a 
homeless man, will have about the same 
effect as a preventive of crime as the 
injection of vaccine virus into ‘his arm 
will have as a preventive of smallpox. 
Hence, the Chief’s use of the word pro- 
phylactic. 

To carry into effect his ‘idea of pre- 
venting crime, Chief Younk declared 


should become a Philanthropic institu- 
tion to the extent of feeding the 300 or, 
more homeless men who seek shelter in 
police stations every cold or stormy 
night. He quartered 184 men in the base- 
ment of the Four Courts Building Tues- 
day night, and the district police sta- 
tions afforded accommodations for 100 
others. 
Steal to Food. 

“It is the duty of the Police Depart; 
ment to prevent crime as well as to 
punish cyime,” said Chief Young in an 
interview with a Post-Dispatch report- 
er. “When we turned these 300 home- 
less men out of the police stations this 
morning they were all hungry. Some 
of them may be forced to stéal to get 
food. 

“I propose as soon as I can make ar- 
rangements, to serve a pint of hot coffee 
and half a loaf of bread to each home- 
less man taken care of by the Police 
Department. The bread and coffee will 
be given to him at the police station in 
the morning, before he starts out on his 
day’s journey. The Police Department 
can serve 300 pints of coffee and 150 
loaves of bread to the homeless men at 
a cost of not more than $ a day. If we 
prevent one crime, however small, the 
investment will be profitable. 


Police as Waiters, 

“T am going to have patrolmen act as 
waiters. We can prepare the coffee in. 
the jail kitchen and get the bread from 
the industrial school.’’ 

*‘How about sugar and cream for the 
coffee?” he was asked. 

“Sugar and cream,” exclaimed the 
Chief, “‘“‘what are you talking about? 
Don’t you know that thé average hobo 
regards a man wh. uses sugar and. 
cream in his coffee as a mollycoddle? 
Shey don’t drink coffee foér the trim- 
mings. They drink it becauge it is a 
stimulant. It sends them away from 
the police station feeling good. 


“It is a demonstrable philosophical 
fact,’’ continued the Chief, “‘that hun- 
ger leads to crime. A hungry man will 
do almost anything to get food. 

“In connection with my coffee hous? 
for the homeless I propose to start an 
employment agency to find work for 
the workless. Many of these mer 
would work if they could find it. Tney 
do not know how to find work. By 
keeping in touch with employers of la- 
bor I will be able to know just where 
I can place a certain number of these 
men every day. 

“A man who will not work when 
we find him work will not be @ con- 
tinuous welcome guest at our bread 
and coffee breakfast.

Twenty-Five of Open Air School 
‘Feast and Give an Entertain- 
ment in the Cold. 


WIRE SCREENS FOR WALLS 


School Is Maintained for Relief 
and Prevention of Tu- 
berculosis. 


With the .hermometer 18 degrees be- 
low. the-freezing point, 25 children of 
the Open Air School, on Natural Bridge 
road west of Union avenue, ate tneir 
Thanksgiving dinner Wednesday ‘n a 
room that was open ‘except for a piece 
of canvas on the windward side. The 
other sides of thie building were of ordi- 
nary. wire screening. 

But the little ones did not enjoy their 
turkey and. cranberry sauce, sweet po- 
tatoes and other vegetables, their ice 
cream, candy and nuts any the :icss for 
that.. Wrapped up in their Eskim)-like 


costumes they didn’t appear to notice 
the cold. 

, ore they ate, for the entertainment 
of several visitors, the boys ani girls 
gave a brief literary program. This in 
cluded recitations by Clarence Bosen. 
Ruth Kilpatrick, Leona Sigman, V‘r-. 
ginia  Shremt, ‘Martin Flannery, Vivian 
Zinc; Ralph Mannon and Clara Futrell. 
All of the pupils joited in, a flay ¢rill 
while some of them dressed in apvropri- 
ate costiimes, gave what was called an 
‘Indian, and’ Pilgrims” dance. 

These exercises took place in a room 
open like the dining room. Thee only 
really Warm place about the school was 
the .kitchen, but\'the boys and girls 
scorned that for the cooler and what 
appeared to them to be more comfort- 
able quarters. 


To Prevent Tuberculosis. 

‘The Open Air School is maintained *by 
the St. Louls Society for the Relief and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. Miss Carrie 
Jackson is the téacher and their school 
work ‘is like that in the public schools 
of. the city. Twenty-five children ‘s the 
limit: of capacity of the plait. This en- 
roliment is’ full and there are many 
children on the waiting list. 

All the children, boys and girls alike. 
Wear Outside costumes of red or black 
flannel, with big, warm hoods to come 
up over the head. There is an uppcr 
shirt which fits the ‘body snugly. The 
lower garment is a loose, baggy xind of 
trousers, the legs of which are. stuffcd 
into woollen boots.

“The children go to the school from 
their homes early in the morning. After 
their, morning classwork they have lunch 
in the oper-air dining room.

Although thisyear’s students have been 
there only’ about tén weeks: every one 
has: shown an increase in weight. Their 
ruddy features’ Wednesday gave evidence 
that espe was. ers ‘the best of Wealth.

The status of a medical practitioner 
in Missouri was defined in a decision by 


Judge Ferriss und concurred. in by 
Judges Kennish and Brown; Mareh 7, 
1911., George Smith was convicted of 
practicing medicine without a. license, 
He appealed from Webster County. The 
judgment was affirmed. 

The punishment in the. case Was .asr 
sessed at a fine of $50. The case reached 


Springfield Court of Appeals. Thednfor- 
mation in the case was based on sec- 
tions 1 and 5 of an act regulating the 
practice of medicine and surgery, ap- 
proved March 12, 1901. Section 1 reads: 

‘Tt shall be uhlawful for any person 
not now a registered physician within 
the meaning of the law to practice med- 
icine or surgery in any of its depart- 
ments, or to profess to cure and attempt 
to tréat the sick and others afflicted 
with bodily or mental infirmities, or en- 
gage in the practice of midwifery in 
the State of Missouri, except as here- 
inafter provided.” 

Fine for Violations. 

Section 5 provides for  violations— 
deemed as misdemeanors—a fine of not 
less than $50 nor more than $100, or im- 
prisonment in the- county jail for not 
less than thirty days nor more than 2 
year, or both fine and imprisonment. 

The Supreme Court decision says the 
“evidence shows that the. ,.defendant 
practiced what he called: the . ‘science 
of chiropractic.’ ’’: The theory of this 
science, 4s quoted from the defenlant’s 
brief, is that the seat of intelligence and 
body-controlling force is in the brain, 
that all functions depend on this ‘nerve 
force, that it is ‘transmitted ‘througa the 
spinal cord to the muscles and ‘¢rgans, 
and through nerves radiating from the 
spinal cord, that an organ or muscle 
cut off from the brain or spinal cord 
by pressure becomes diseased,; that 
nerves are impeded or impinged where 
passing between the bones from a blow, 
contraction of the muscles, cold 
draughts or other cause. The treat- 
ment, as described, is in brief to pass 
the hands over the vertebra, press them 
into normal position, relieve pressure on 
tne impeded nerve and open free com- 
munication between the brain and organ 
controlled by the impinged nerve. 

Called Himself Doctor. 

The evidence in the case is stated to 
have “‘tended to show” that the defend- 
ant maintained an office in Seymour, 
Webster County, and that he circulat- 
ed printed matter in which he held 
himself out as “Dr. George F. Smith.” 
A witness told of haying his spine 
rubbed by the defendant, who formerly 
was a watchmaker.” , 

Smith testified that he did not prac- 
tice medicine, did not treat his patients, 
but “adjusted’’ them... The = decision 
holds that there is no violation in the 
law of the Constitution. After a review 
of the law the decision says: “The 
methed of practice disclosed by this 
record may be harmiess and useful, but 
it is a treatment for the sick, related, 
to say the least, to the practice of 
tnedicine or surgery, and so is within 
the terms of the statute.” It also says 
“the Legislature has the power to regu- 
late in such manner as it’ may think 
proper and wise callings that are ‘re- 
lated to the public health.’’ 

Defines Practice, 

“The practice of medicine,” says the 
decision, “is not confined to the admin- 
istration of drugs; nor is surgery lim- 
ited to the knife. When a physician 
edvises his patient to travel for his 
health he is practicing medicine. Broad- 
ly speaking, one is practicing medicine 
when he visits his patient, examines 
him, determines the nature of the dis- 
ease and prescribes the remedy he 
deems appropriate.’ 

Diagnosis, on cases cited, is regarded 
as the test to determine whethem a 
rractice or treatment is incluéed in the 
terms ‘‘medicine”’ and “surgery.” 

“When «a practitioner,” says the 
Court, ‘‘makes such examination of the 
patient as he regards as sufficient to 
indicate to him the cause of the trou- 
bie, and to Indicate its proper treat- 
ment, he has diagnosed the case.”

An epidemic of: hog cholera is’ preva- 
lent throughout Missouri, Illinois, Iowa 
and the Southwestern states, according 
to the United States Bureau of Animal 
Industry in East. St. Louis. Dr. 1. o 
Mattatall, ihspector:in charge, estimates 
that two per cent of all the hogs in that 
territory are infected with cholera. A 
special. dispatch from Columbia to the 
Post-Dispatch quotes Dr. J. W. Conno- 
way, chief veterinarian of the Missouri 


University, as saying that the epidemic, 


is the worst that has ever visited the 
State. 

Dr. Mattatall told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the Government inspection 
regulations are so stringent as to <ota

absolute guarantee against any cholera 
infected* meat, slaughtered in. packing 
houses, finding its’ way into the St. Louis 
market.” The only way the infected meat 
eould escape detection, he said,: would 
be for the hogs to be slaughtered in the 
country and shipped direct ‘to a_local 
A. C. Jordan of the St. 
Louis Health Department said that prac- 
tically all the meat consumed. ‘in St. 
Louis is dressed in the packing houses, 
and stamped by the Government inspec- 
tors. Any diseased meat found in St. 
Louis, he says, is promptly destroyed. 

The losses to the farmers from hog 
cholera will aggregate millions of dol- 
lars. according to Government and uni- 
-ersity reports. It may. reduce thé meat 
supply so greatly as to cause a sharp 
increase in the price of pork, bacon and 
hams. The State and Government are 
both spending a great deal of money to 
stamp oyt the epidemic. 


“All hogs coming into-the markets are 
twice inspectéd for cholera and other 
diseases,’’ said Dr. Mattatall.  ‘“‘When 
the inspectors find a hog segregating 
himself from the herd, apparently sick, 
with his tail straight, and with purple 
marks on his eafs and abdomen, they 
know the animal is infected with cholera, 


} After the animal is slaughtered, if pur- 


ple marks show on the skin, close ex- 
amination is made for cholera. All car- 
casses found to be infected are checked 
into a tank and converted into grease 
or fertilizer. There is no possible chance 
for ‘any cholera-infected meat to, get 
through any, packing house. 


“AS soon as a cholera hog comes into 
the ‘market we find out where it wae 
raised and send an inspector to the farm, 
at Government expense, to stamp out aps 





disease.’”’

A REMINISCENT NIGHT 


Eut It’s Doubtful if Younger 
Generation Found Much En- 
tertainment Therein.

‘6 AMLET REVAMPED,” a musi- 
+ cal travesty first presented in 
St. Louls by the famous old 
McCullough Club some 30 years ago, was 
the quaint offering with which the 
Amphion Club opened its season at 
the Odeon last night. 

In some respects entertaining, the per- 
formance as a whole illustrated anew 
the perils attaching to a revival of the 
lighter successes of past days.

RS. HENRY FAIRBACK: 

Mi ' I think it is perfectly 
proper that such a Dill 

. should be passed. Long hat- 
pins are very dangerous. A 
few evenings ago my husband's 
eye was severely scratched by 
a hatpin in a crowded Olive 
car. - It' is very essential that 
something should be done. I 
never wear a hatpin. For two 
years I have worn’ hat fasten- 
ers attathed to the inside of 
the crown of my hats which are 
similar to long hairpins. They 
are not visible and do not dam- 
age the hats as hatpins do. 
Hatpins are destructive to hats 
and are very dangerous. Such 
a. bill is not freak legislation. 
The time has come when ‘such 
things ‘have to be ‘egislated 

against. 

Mra. H. FE. Wagoner: I thor- - 
oughly approve an anti-hatpin 
ordinance. Long hatpins are 
dangerous things and they are 
not necessary. Whenever I see 
a woman’s hatpin protruding 
dangerously on a street car or 
crowded place I push it in for 
her. Every sensible woman 
will approve legislation against 
it. 

Miss Hattie B. Gooding: The 
common sense of women should 
have made such a law unneces- 
sary. If women will wear hat- 
pins extending more than half 
an inch from their hats, there 
ought to be a law against it. 
The wearing of them that way 
is carelessness. Women do not 
want to hurt anybody with 
their hatpins: They don’t real- 
ize the danger. If their atten- 
tion is called to it by the law, 
they will wear shorter pins,

The bill, which will become a law, if 
the Council approves it, provides that 
no hatpin must extend more than half 
an iach beyond the crown—not the 
prim—of a woman's hat. 

The penalty for violating this law 
in street car, elevator or other public 
place is a fine of not less than $ or 
more than $100. Women who cannot pay 
the fine may be sent to the workhouse. 
for not less than three monghs or more 
than a@ year. . 


Scheme for Hat Mirrors. 
The bill does not'advise women as to 


how they shall determine whether they 
are complying with the law. The in- 
ference is that they will wear mirrore 
cn the fronts of their hats to show them

IN SMOKE BATTLE} 


Bill for Inspection of Consumers 
Before Installation to Be Intro- 
duced in Assembly. 


A bill authorizing the Smoke Inspector 
to pass officially upon smoke consuming 
devices before their installdtion, will be 
introduced in the Municipal Assenfbly at 
the. request of Smoke Inspector Hoff- 
man. e passage of the bill, Hoffman 
said, would give him power to see that 
none but efficient smoke ConeINE de- 


vices were put into use. 

Under the present system the Smoke 
Inspector does not see the device until 
after it is installed, he says. Many de- 
vices of little or no value are put in, he 
says, resulting in trouble for the owner 
as wéll as for the Smoke Inspector. 

A law similar to the one proposed by 
Hoffman is in effect in Chicago. Hoff- 
man says there are many efficient 
smoke consumers on the market, and 
that with proper supervision over their 
installation he could greatly redu: the 
quantity of smoke poured out over the 
city every day. 


. The apartment houses are now the 


greatest producers of smoke, according 
to Hoffman. Hersays he intends to start 
prosecutions against apartment house 
owners for violation of the smoke or- 
d'nances. He savs he has been lenient 
with them to give them an opportunity 
to comply with the law.

Mr. Pinchot, one of the closest of Roosevelt 
political confidants, affirmed in a New York 
speech that Mr. La Follette is the choice of him- 
self and of Republicans throughout the country 
who share insurgent views.
